Tito last tiling before getting into bod 
take a watch or clock and turn the 
hands to the hour at which one wishes 
to rise and giue sut this Just long 
enough to fix the hour firmly on the re¬ 
tentive memory. Then if no other ab¬ 
sorbing thoughts intervene between 
that and the moment one is locked in 
slumber the night's rest will be easy 
and unbroken, and promptly at the 
hour In the morning, as a rule, one will 
find oneself released from sleep and 
wide awake. There IS no need lo re¬ 
peat It over and over in tin? mind. Ail 
this makes the brain uneasy and re¬ 
sults in the disturbed slumber. Sim¬ 
ply look at the watch or clock, as I 
have Indicated, and the lutluenco of 
the mind over matter will be clearly 
demonstrated in the morning. Try it 
some night and observe how smoothly 
this physiological fact works.”

Diversity of Hell*lnaa Opinion Once 
Forbidden by Henry VIII.

DIETARY STANDARD* 

Wit it I Observation Indicate* to Mo tlie 
Averago Mnn'N Dully I'ootl >ced. 

Accepting the daily dietary stand¬ 
ards which are l»a<el upon observa¬ 
tions as to what people are accustomed 
to consume, It is plain that tin* average 
man doing from light to moderate 
muscular work must take each day 
approximately lie grams of protchl 
matter (is grams of nitrogen*, with 
sufficient fat and carbohydrate to yield 
a total fuel value of ".nr >0 large calo¬ 
rics. Tim usual proportion of carbohy¬ 
drate (mostly starchy food) is about 
..’IK) grams to Jin-iJu grams of fat. In 
other words, the average man needs, 
according to the above hypothesis, ap¬ 
proximately li’w grains of proteid, riot) 
grams of earbJhy.Irate and 00 grams 
of fat for Ins daily ration. In order to 
obtain these amounts of nutrients lie 
would require per day three-fourths of 
a pound of ordinary roust beef, one 
pound of boiled potato, one-half pound 
of white bread and one-fourth of a 
pound of butter. Naturally much 
greater variety of food might be-adopt¬ 
ed with the same nutritive values us 
the above, but these figures will suf¬ 
fice to give some impression of the 
quantities of ordinary cooked food¬ 
stuffs required to yield the nitrogen 
and the total fuel value called for by 
the above standard dietary. 

A more elaborate diet, one In large 
measure free from meat and having es¬ 
sentially the same content of nitrogen 
and with a total fuel value of approxi¬ 
mately 3,n00 calories, would be as fol¬ 
lows: Fried hominy, six ounces; sifap. 
three ounces; baked potato, eight 
ounces; butter, one and one-half 
ounces; baked spaghetti, ten ounces; 
mashed potato, ten ounces; boiled tur¬ 
nip, six ounces; bread, two ounces; ap¬ 
ple sauce, eight ounces; apple tapioca 
pudding, twelve ounces; fried sweet po¬ 
tato, eight ounces; fried bacon, one 
ounce; fruit Jam, four ounces; coffee, 
one and one half pints, and tea, three- 
fourths of a pint. Buell a diet, owing 
to its vegetable nature and lack of con¬ 
centration, is naturally quite volumi¬ 
nous. A greater concentration of diet 
Is easily obtained by replacement of 
a portion of the vegetable matter by 
meat, and this the ordinary man, with 
his highly developed palate, usually 
prefers to do because of the Increased 
flavor which his acquired tasto now 
calls for. Further, the resources at 
the command of the civilized man ren¬ 
der possible groat variety in matters 
of diet, but whatever the character of 
the dally food or however great the 
number and variety of the Ingredients 
It will be found that the nitrogen con¬ 
tent and fuel value of the daily food of 
mankind will In general correspond in 
large measure to the dietary standards 
usually adopted throughout the civiliz¬ 
ed world.—Russell H. Chittenden in 
Century.

A stalk- 
weevil which bores in the stems of the 
I pcttttoo reach* s maturity and escapes 
from the vines only after tho crop is 
harvested and the vines lying unheeded 
Ion tho ground. On the neglected stubs 
of cabbage nr.d cauliflower plants 
i many n brood of lice is born in the 
fall and “Indian Summer” season* 
Many a cut worm and green cabbage 
worm, and many a pupa (chrysalis) 
of the Diamond-hack Morh passed the 
winter cr reaches maturity* on these 
j icranants, hence their immediate 
destruction Is advisable.

CURE CANCER-NO KNIFE 


DISCOVEBY BY 
ENGLISHMEN. 

■ H*t» lUc.ntly Brought 
IUn, Hrw Fact, tl 

Science advances foot by foot into 
on unknown and infinite territory, 
which is the phenomena surrounding 
us, writes H. B. M. Watson id the 
London Mail. Most of this progress 
is unobtrusive, so gradual and so 
silent that one is hardly aware that 
it is progress until after the lapse 
of time, and one looks back. But 
occasionally an outpost is won and 
occupied with a little rush, and the 
news comes to us in a burst of sat¬ 
isfaction and wonder. Sometime* 
the rumor is false. So Koch thought 
he had discovered the secret of con¬ 
sumption; but Tasteur admittedly 
did advance the banner of medical 
science very materially. / 

It would seem now as if the re¬ 
searches of three Englishmen had re¬ 
sulted in a big stride towards the 
cure of cancer. The King, it will 
be remembered, was so impressed 
with the havoc wrought by this 
malignant disease that through hie 
Initiation a Cancer Research Fund 
was established, which is to-day 
quietly pursuing its Investigations. 
Independently, however, these work¬ 
ers have been engaged on the sub¬ 
ject for some eight years, and their 
researches are sufficiently advanced 
to enable us to follow the general 
trend of the conclusions. 

The three collaborators are Prof. 
Farmer, F.Ii.S., Mr. J. E. S. Moore 
and Mr. C. E. Walker, and the thea¬ 
tres of their operations havo been 
the KoyaJ College of Science in 
South Kensington One paper was 
read by them before the Royal So¬ 
lely in 1908, and others have been 
since read, carrying the result of 
their investigations still further. It 
Is possible to give the bare outlines 
of the results of their discovery, 
which is a revolutionary one and of 
immense importance to the medical 
science of the day. 

THE COMMON BEGINNING. 

Kvay living organism, whether 
plant or animal, begins as a single 
cell. This original mother cell di¬ 
vides into two, each of the resulting 
cells divide, and this continues until 
the whole body of the organism is 
built up. But the process of the di¬ 
vision is bv no means simple. When 
the original mother cell Is going to 
divide, a certain numbf < *»f little 
bodies qppear within it. Each of 
those little bodies, which are called 
chromosomes, divides int *w. equal 
halves, and when the wr*« Je mass of 
the mother cell separates ln*o two 
daughter cells, half of, b chromo¬ 
some is absorbed into each daughter 
cell. This process is jrpsated in 
each succeeding cell di iv.on, and 
thus the number of chromosomes in 
the cells of the sam« bo t ;y remains 
the same as it was in the original 
mother cell. The number of chro¬ 
mosomes in tho cells forming the 
human body is thirty-two, and this 
number remains constant—with a 
single exception. 

The exception ie the group of cells 
that Is to undertake tbo future 
function of reproduction. Observa¬ 
tion has shown that in these cells 
tho number of chromosomes is al¬ 
ways reduced to one-half, in the hu¬ 
man being therefore to sixteen. Now 
here comes in the remarkable dis¬ 
covery which sheds a wholly new 
light on the nature of cancer. The 
collaborators have found that in 
cancerous tissue the same process 
takes place. The exact sequence of 
events is this. Certain cells of the 
blood, known as leucocytes, given 
a suitable stimulus, become active. 
They unite with thi> ordinary healthy 
cells of the tissue, and the result is 


thor communications to make. In 
the meantime their discoveries i 
gerding the similarity botwem can¬ 
cer and reproductive tissue have 
been confirmed by the wortc of Dr. 
Bashford, tho director of the Im¬ 
perial Cancer Research Fund's Lab¬ 
oratories, and have been received in 
Gorman scientific circles as accur¬ 
ate. There appears to be no doubt 
linos In the pathology of cancer, 
that at last we are on the right 
THE KNIFE IN DANGER. 

The interest of the discovery fc 
great, because of the prevalence . of 
this dreaded disease. It is safe to 
say that scarcely one house in this 
country Is without painful know¬ 
ledge of it. Almost everyone has 
had a relation who has succumbed to 
the mysterious malignity of cancer 
growths. And hitherto the only at¬ 
tempted remedy has boen the knife. 
In many cases that has been parti¬ 
ally successful, but has it ever been 
wholly successful? And in thou¬ 
sands of cases It has faile^. Doctors 
and surgeons have been Ignorant as 
to the real source of the disease they 
have attempted to eradicate. 

Tho investigations of the labora¬ 
tory have now laid baro the secret, 
and it remains only that the anti¬ 
dote be discovered. It is known 
that a certain irritation is necessary 
to produce cancer, and a few of the 
source have been discovered. Further 
research should Identify all the stim¬ 
uli, and as soon as that Is done the 
invention of counter-irritants, or 
correctives, or nullfying drugs 
should be a mero matter of time. 
Then cancer would disappear; it 
would take rank rather among 
those diseases which are preventable, 
and which are also curable. The 
progress of these researches will be 
watched, therefore, with anxiety by 
all the civilized world.

An English Physician Places 
Raisins as the First of 
All Fooda. 

Dr. Josiah Olrlilold, of London, has 
lately been Interviewed on the sub¬ 
ject of tho treatment of consumption 
by the use of vegetable Juices, by 
which l>r.

RAISINS AS FOOD. 

Our experience distinctly has been 
that the right use of fruits and vege¬ 
table Juicy* is of the utmost im¬ 
portance in increasing tho stamina 
of the blood corpuscles of the body. 
I have come to look upon flesh food 
as largely a stimulant, ami therefore 
valuable In case of emergency, llko 
alcohol.

GLAYER OF A QUEEN. 

Luccheni Attempted to Kill a 
Prison Warden. 

I.uccheni, the Nihilist, who seven 
years ago assassinated the Empress 
Elizabeth of Austria on the Qua: do 
Mont Blanc, nt Ccneva, and who for 
his crime was sentenced to imprison¬ 
ment for life, has again become wild 
und unmanageable. 

Ho is in solitary confinement at tLs 
Kvcche Prison, Geneva, and from 
time to time gives wuy to fits of mad 
fury, when ho tears up his clothing, 
refuses to work and'uttacks ull who 
come near him. Some tihie age no 
attempted to murder Copt. Alexan¬ 
der Perrin, the governor of the jail, 
und since then his warders have been 
particular cartful how they approach 
him. 

Lurchr-ni’s latest escapade is said 
to huve been a cunning and deliber¬ 
ate plan to murder one of his war l- 
i*r» arid to try to escape. For days 
lie feigned illness, und one night id ;* 
warder, on entering tho cell, saw tnc 
prisoner apparently urn onscious on 
the floor. As he carelessly bent over 
the prostrate man he felt his neck 
suddenly gripped in the sinewy flngtrs 
of the criminal, who, after almost 
strangling him. flung him to the 
ground and made for the door. 

Here Luccheni ran into the arms 
of another warder, and after a sav¬ 
age struggle, during which the assas¬ 
sin clawed and bit like a wild boast, 
be was secured and chained to thj 
wall of his cell.

LOVE PHILTER A POISON. 

Officer Nearly Kills Woman Trying 
to Gain Affections. 

In the belief that ho was adminis¬ 
tering a love philter to a young 
widow, a Fiench cavalry officer, 
Count Georges Ferrady, gave her a 
docc of poisonous liquid. 

He had root the woman at the 
seaside, and *ubre(*ucntly he visited 
her in Paris. She repelled his ad¬ 
vances, however, and he asked an 

elderly friend, who possessed the 

reputation of being an alchemist, to 
provide him with a potion that 
would make the widow return his 
love. With an enigmatic smile, the 
alchemist, who is looked upon as 

somewhat mad. gave the Count a 

small bottle of colorless liquid. This 
the officer contrived to drop into tho 
woman’* wine glass when dining 
with her. 

No sooner had she drunk from the 
glass than she became pale and fell 
t*< the floor,, suffering from cramps. 
A doctor was called in. And declared 
it to bo a case of poisoning. 

The Count promptly gave himself 
up to the police commissary of tho 
Challiot District, and made a full 
confession, but as tho widow is now 
out of danger ho was not arrested, 
end the incident may end in a mar¬ 
riage, after all. 


light on the nature of cancer. The 
collaborators have found that in 
cancerous tissue the same process 
takes place. The exact sequence of 
events is thi 9 . Certain cells of the 
blood, known as leucocytes, given 
a suitable stimulus, become active. 
They unite with they ordinary healthy 
cells of the tissue, and the result is 
the first stage of cancerous growth. 
The development and divisions of 
the cells then proceed in a manner 
similar to that occurring in the pro¬ 
duction of the reproductive cells re¬ 
ferred to. 

It is interesting to note that it 
has for some time been known to 
science that reproductive tissue does, 
in the case of some plants, normally 
act in a manner similar to cancer, 
that is to say, it invades the tissue 
forming the body of the parent or¬ 
ganism. 

A STEP FURTHER. 

The collaborators, in discovering, 
the similarity that exists between 
cancer and reproductive tissue, have 
Incidentally shown that certain bod¬ 
ies have boon constantly taken for 
the parasito causing cancer are real¬ 
ly only a normal part of reproduc¬ 
tive cells. These bodies, commonly 
known as "Pllnimer's" or "Cancer': 
bodies, had hitherto been supposed 
to exist only in tho cells forming 
cancerous tissue. They are now 
proved to constitute a normal and 
constant part of reproductive cells. 
Thus the resemblance between the 
two tissues is carried a step further 
and made more striking, to say no- 
thing^of the fact that the numerous 
speculations as to the nature and 
origin of those supposed parasites 
are at’ last put to rest. 

Apart from the numerous ques¬ 
tions of interest which beset the in¬ 
quirer at this point, and press for 
answer, the mind naturally fixes on 
one point. I have said that under 
a stimulus the leucocytes by coal¬ 
escence with the ordinary tissue cell 
produce mulignunt cells. What is 
that stimulus? No complete answer 
can be given to this nt present; the 
Inquiry is as yet in its infancy. Tho 
first problem was to discover the na¬ 
ture of cancer, and this Professor 
Farmer and Messrs. Moore and 
Walker claim to have done. It is 
impossible to euro a disease until 
its nature is known. But it has 
been ascertained that certain stimu¬ 
li or irritants will cause such a 
change among the cells as inevit¬ 
ably ends in cancer. 

A NEW DEPARTURE. 

The great value of the discovery 
is that it constitutes a new point 
of departure, a "jumping-off" place 
for future researches. It is not pos- 
sit«»e to state, or even to guess, what 
will be tho ultimata goal of the en¬ 
quiry. But its importance is beyond 
question. It may very well bo that 
that dirt and fog both are stimuli 
of the cells, and therefore causes of 
cancer Certain it is that there is 
nothin* in tho idea that cancer can 
haunt particular houses, aw has been, 
very conitnouly supposed; and re¬ 
searches have disposed of tho no¬ 
tice that riverside places are pro¬ 
lific of the disease. Cancer in fine 
is proved to be neithor contagious 
nor hereditary,, and to be the re¬ 
sult of neither bacillus nor germ. 
It is the result of certain normal de¬ 
velopments of cells in the wrong 
places. 

It would be easy to speculate on 
the consequences of this discovery 
and its intense significance. What 
can be the meaning of this relation 
of the processes of life and death? 
The problem opens up vistas of 
thought, which it is probably at this 
stage of our knowledge vain to fol¬ 
low. What in the one case bespeaks 
life, in the other spells death, or at 
least tho disease that is the road 
to death. No doubt the combined 
investigations and experiments, 
which Messrs. Farmer, Moore and 
Walker are making will add to our 
knowledge of this matter. They are 
proceeding quietly upon their way, 
and will la due- time have some fur* 
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because tho sugar has been thor¬ 
oughly matured and ripened, and 
transformed ready for digestion, and 
only the best and healthiest grapes 
Can be dried for raisins. In addi¬ 
tion, another valuable food is raisin 
syrup, not so-called raisin wine, but 
what is called in India “Drakshor- 
ash," which is an Indian non-alco¬ 
holic wine made of raisins and a few 
spices. 

THE BEST FRUITS. 

Of the other fruits, one lias to re¬ 
member that what is suitable for one 
climate is not necessarily suitable 
for another, and that, therefore, 
what Dr. Russell has found valuable 
in New York may not necessarily be 
the best for the people of England. 
After raisins come apples and pears, 
and their juices in tho form of sweet 
cider and sweet perry, both practi¬ 
cally noil-alcoholic. Then, of the 
vegetables, my experience has been 
that carrots are the best of all to 
use, and to use raw. and at the same 
time gratod, not chopped. Of the 
other vegetables, watercress is also 
good. 

On the question of cooking, the 
reason why cooked vegetables have 
not the same effect as raw vegetables 
is largely owing to the fact that tho 
water in which tho vegetables have 
been boilod. and which contains tho 
chief salines of the vegetables, has 
been thrown away. Tho proper way 
to cook vegetables, if you want to 
retain their curative value, is to re¬ 
tain the water In which they aro 
cooked, or to steam them without 
water. I do not look upon pota- 
toes as at all a good vegetable, as 
they are liable to disease themselves. 

CABBAGE AND RHUBARB. 

Thot brings me to a very import¬ 
ant point, and that is that vege¬ 
tables themselves for curative pur¬ 
poses must be healthy. In America, 
where they have so much virgin soil, 
the circumstances aro different, but 
hero in England I look upon vege¬ 
tables with a grout amount of 
suspicion, because they are so often 
grown upon sewogn farms, and us 
rapidly as possible, to get the maxi¬ 
mum of weight in tho minimum of 
time. All the quick-growing vege¬ 

tables, especially cabbago and rhu¬ 
barb, I look upon as dangerous food 
not that they contain disease them¬ 
selves, but that their tissues are 

overladen with incompletely trans¬ 
formed fertilizing matter, and. 
therefore, do not provide a com¬ 
pletely organized tissue for the hu¬ 
man organs to feed upon. 

OLD ENGLISH BEER. 

There are two things which I con¬ 
sider very valuable in promotingtho 
growth of tho English race—one lias 
been the beer, and the other has 
been tho old English dish of "fur- 
men ty," made of barley corn. I 
especially want to emphasize the 
fact that tho beer originally drunk 
was much more of tho nature of 

barley tea than is the beer of to¬ 

day. 

Anyone who has been to the old 
farmhouse breweries will know what 
I mean when I speak of sweet wort, 
which is really malt tea. It la 
composed of malt barley put to 
stew, and soaked in large quantities; 
and tho liquor, on being drawn off, 
is really strong sweet beer. In my 
opinion, there ia the essential value 
of the early beer, or, as it really 
was, malt tea. I believe in that 
form of beer—T think alcohol is An 
injurious addition to make it keep. 

This malt tea, said Dr. Oldfield, in 
conclusion, contains a great amount 
of nerve food, nnd we use it in our 
hospital to a considerable extent.

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THREE KINDS 07 HEADACHES. 

A physician writes: *‘There are 
three main causes of headache, and 
the first of these has to do with the 
nervous system. A headache is, 
everybody will acknowledge, a very 
natural result of nerve strain. In 
the hurry and bustle and strain and 
•trees of 11/e to-day our poor nerv¬ 
ous systems have no chance, no 
moment of rest and inaction from 
the time we oriso in the morning till 
we go to bed at night. The pur¬ 
suit of pleasure, the scurrying cease¬ 
lessly from one place to another in 
search of amusement, the fact that 
a certain class of people find life a 
bore unless they are in a whirl of 
excitement, will often account for 
' khe fashionable headache, the head¬ 
ache of the ‘overworked* society wo¬ 
man. Work, properly so-called, will 
never produce a headache; it is one 
of the best preventatives of head¬ 
ache. Anxiety and Incessant worry¬ 
ing over trifles will certainly cause 
the headache of ovor-Htrain, as any 
harassed, anxious and ‘worrit* 
household head of a largo family 
will testify to. The headache of 
anaemia, common enough among 
young girls of low vitality, is due 
to a nervous system Ill-nourished, 
ith impoverished blood. Many ob¬ 
scure neuralgias have thus a very 
simple explanation. 

“The second great causo of head¬ 
ache Is eye strain. Many a man 
who Is suffering from eye strain as¬ 
sures his doctor that his eyes aro 
certainly not at fault, as he has 
•splendid sight.* It is not his nerves 
of sight which are affected, but the 
nerve and minute muscle of accom¬ 
modation which he is constantly and 
unconsciously fatiguing in order to 
make his sight as good as he be¬ 
lieves It to be The error is in the 
shape of the eye, which requires con¬ 
tinual muscular strain to rectify, 
and proper glasses would imnnxli- 
tely remove the need for this con¬ 
tinual strain This form of head¬ 
ache follows close eye work, such as 
mb-j reading, writing or sewing It is 
iption worse at night, and is practically 
. by absent In the morning, differing from 
York, other forms of headache. It may 
be taken for granted that headache 
present in the morning is not due 
entirely, if at all, to eye strain. All 
sufferers from headache should have 
their eyes examined by an oculist 
'*'A very large number of headaches 
come under the third category— 
namely, headaches due to poisons In 
the blood. The 'throbbing head¬ 
ache' is often caused by what medi¬ 
cal men call over blood pressure or 
too high blood pressure, due to im¬ 
purities or toxins circulating in the 
blood. They generally arise from 
disorders of digestion in the stom¬ 
ach and bowels from improper diet, 
the over-eating of meat and rich 
dishes, imperfect mastication, foul 
toeth ami lack of exercise Relief 
will Dot be permanent so long as 
new toxins are being produced—that 
is, so long as we persist in overeat¬ 
ing rich dishes and neglecting the 
rules of heulth.’*

1W A VERT VALUABLE ENG¬ 
LISH COLLECTION. 

That Worn by tha Old Pbaroah 
Who Built tha Pyramid ia 
Worth Host. 

Most precious and ancient of all tbo 
relics of tha Pharaohs la tha signet 
ring or seal .of the great Suphis. 
better known as Cheops, the* Pharaoh 
who erocted the great pyramid at} 
Gireh for his tomb centuries before 
Abraham was born or Joseph was 
sold by his brethren to become the 
prime minister of one of Cbeop's 
successors 

It is a heavy, solid mass of gold, 
with a flat top, engraved in hierogly¬ 
phics—lotus blossoms, a crocodile, 
figures of Isis, Osiris and other gods 
of Egyptian mythology. The seal is 
oval in shape, about one inch across 
the widest part and five eighths of 
an inch across the center. 

This ring was used to sign or at¬ 
test all the decrees of the great 8up-i 
his. King of Memphis, and every or¬ 
der and contract connected with the I 
erection of the great pyramid was 
supposed to havo been sealed with I 
this signet. 

Cheops was buried in a chamber in 
the center of that, tho largest of | 
human structures, but his burial i 
chamber was looted by tho Persians, 
under Carnbyses, father of Cyrus the 
Great, about 500 years before Christ. 
The sarcophagus was torn open, the 
body was thrown out and strip¬ 
ped of tho Jewels and other orna-| 
ments with which it was adorned. 

This ring, however, seems to havo 
dropped from his finger unnoticed, 
for early in the last century it was 
found in the debris of * 

THE BURIAL CHAMBER 

by a Colonel Vyse. from whom It 
was purchased by Dr. Abbott. 

The next most interesting and val¬ 
uable ring in the world—if it is gen¬ 
uine—is in the collection of the Earl 
of Aghburnham, at his palace. Hyde 
Park, London It is a rectangular 
block of gold, ana is engraved on 
both sides with hieroglyphics On 
one side is tho cartouche of Thotmeji 
II, the Pharuoh who was tho friend 
of Joseph On tho other side tho 
hieroglyphics ha's been translated 
and read: “Hevealer of secrets, pre¬ 
server of the world; protector of 
Egypt" which wore the titles given 
to Joseph 

The ring was discovered in 1821 
in tho Necropolis of Sakkara. near 
tho ruins of the ancient city of Mem¬ 
phis on the hank of ‘he Nile, and 
many antiquarians believe it is the 
actual ring referred to in Genesis 
xli, 42. 43. 

"And Pharaoh took off his ring 
from his hand, and put it upon 
Joseph s hand, and arrayed him in 
vesturts of fine limn, and put a 
gold chain about his neck, and he 
made him ride in the second chariot 
which he had, and they cried before 
him, How the knee.' and ho made 
him ruler of ull the land of Egypt" 

Martin Luther s wedding ring was 
discovered in 1889 in a second-hand 
shop in Geneva by Mine Michael 
Glrod and Is now at Wuldenberg It 
is made of silver gift und is believeJ 
to have been designed by the evict rat¬ 
ed painter und goldsmith, Luc is 
Cranach, and probably was wrought 
with his own hands, for he was one 
of the three men selected by Luther 
us witnesses of his marriage The df - 
sign is complicated and includes the 
several sy mho's of the Passion. 

In the center is a figure of the cru¬ 
cified Saviour, on the one side is the 
spear with which the hide was pierced 
and on tho other side the ladder used 
at the crucifixion; the pillar to wh en 
Ho was bound and scourged There 
is a lea/ of hyssop, the dice with 
which the soldiers cast lots for his 
garments, three nails, a crown nl 
thorns and other symbols connected 
with the lust art of the Atonement. 


vua, who was custodian of the trva- 
surca of Home, waa detected In pH • 
faring a pile of gold that wad con¬ 
cealed under tho statue of Jupiter on 
Capitolina Hill, he brushed the Jewel 
of his ring In his teeth end died im- 
mediately. 

When the Roman ambassador com¬ 
manded the King of Bithynia to sur¬ 
render Hannibal, the latter commut¬ 
ed suicide by sucking poison whicn 
he always carried about in a ring. 

Solomon is said to have worn • 
ring which possessed magical* 
and Midas, the King of Phrygia, had 
one which, when he wore it, mads 
him invlsiblo. 

In ancient times there were veiy 
valuable rings. One word by the 
Empress Faustina wife of Caligtmv 
was worth $250,000, and the Em¬

An iron ring worn by Charlemagno 
Is preserved with other colics of the 
holy Roman Empire in Vienna. 
intrinsic value cannot bo more than 
a penny, but its historical associa¬ 
tion makes it ono of the most valua¬ 
ble in all t he world.

The invitations wero eag¬ 
erly accepted, and from floor to ceil¬ 
ing the theatre was crowded wit" 
hardy colonials. bearded S 'v‘ ns- 
sturdy tihoorkhos, black soldiers 
from tho Hold Coast, yellow men 
from China, and representatives 
from every one ot the outposts ol 
tho Empire. Tho brilliancy and va¬ 
riety of tho uniforms raado a picturu 
of fascinating interest Mr. Toole 
looked on the scene with delight in 
his eves, and Miss Ellen Terry occu¬ 
pied a box aud ' was cheered and 
cheered again when the audience 
know of her presence. Irving had 
selected for his programme 'The 
Bells'' and 'The .Story of Water- 

loo" , . 

Tho scene that followed tho death 
of Corporal Brewster, closing the 
performance, was one such as has 
seldom, if ever, been equalled. 4 he 
whole audience rose and a roar of 
enthusiastic cheering swept through 
the building, swords were drawn and 
waved in the air, and amid it all 
Sir Henry stood—a striking figure 
bowing his acknowledgements When 
after the lapse of minutes, silence 
was obtained, he delivered a short 
speech. Addressing those In front 
as “comrades," he spoke of the 
Queen, of the Empire, and of their 
loyalty For a few moments iho 
audience hung on his words, but the 
excitement was too great for silence. 
A murmur of applause suddenly 
swelled into another roar, and no 
other words were spoken Sir Hen¬ 
ry was deeply moved, and could only 
repeatedly wave his hand in thanks.

A DROP OF BLOOD. 

It is inscribed: "D. Martino Luthero

Luther's bride was Catherine von 
Bora, one of nine nuns who, under 
his influence resigned from their or¬ 
der and became Protestants. 

Mrs. John W. Foster of Washing¬ 
ton had a duplicate of this ring, 
which she bought in Madrid while 
Mr. Foster was at tho hoad of tho 
legation there. It was contributed 
by tho chaplain of the German em¬ 
bassy, to be sold at a charity 
bazaar. Mrs. Foster brought it tj 
Washington upon her return to this 
country and placed it in a cabinet iu 
the drawing-room of her former resi¬ 
dence on I street. From thero it w*is 
stolen several years ago by a guest 
at one of her receptions, and never 
could bo traced. 

Tho Fisherman's Ring, as it Is* call¬ 
ed, is worn by the Pope, and used to 
seal important papers of tho Holy 
See. No apostolic act is logal with¬ 
out it, and for that reason the ring 
becomes an object of great impor¬ 
tance upon the death of tho Pope. 

As soon os such a sad event is un- 
nouced the dean of the Sacred Col¬ 
lege. followed by all the cardinals in 
Home, and the other dignitaries of 
the papal court, proceeds Immediate¬ 
ly to tho room where the body lies, 
and knocking on the door calls throe 
times, as in the case of tho late 
Pope: "Leo, como forth! Leo, come 
forth!" 

There being no response, he step* 
to tho bedside and taps tho forhead 
of the corpse three times with a 
golden hammer, repeating as before. 
"I xfo, awake! Leo, awake! Leo, 
awake!" 

Again there being no response, the 
senior cardinal takes from tho finger 
of the dead Pope the Fisherman's 
Ring and destroys or defaces the en¬ 
graved stone with his golden ham¬ 
mer. Sometimes a fils must be use 1 
It the stone is bard. From tho mo¬ 
ment of the destruction of the seal 
the supreme authority rests with the 
sacred conclave, or tho College of 
Cardinals, until the election of a 
new pope. 

THE FISHERMAN S RING 
is more than 700 years old, but the 
setting containing tho seal has been 
changed with every Pope. 

A new ring had to be procured foe 
Pius X, because the old one myster¬ 
iously disappeared from the death 
chamber of Leo XIII, and has not 
yet been recovered. Nor is there any 
clew to it. The responsibility lies 
between the doctor in attendance. 
Pio Centru, the late Pope's valet, 
and two of the I'occi brothers, nep¬ 
hews of Leo XIII. 

It appears that the finger of tho 
dying Pope became so emaciated 
that the ring was taken from it by 
the doctor and handed to the valet, 
with instructions to put it in a safe 
place. The doctor, the valet and the 
nephews are said to bo the only per¬ 
sons who knew where it was hidden, 
but they deny all knowledge of the 
disappearance. 

All cardinals, archbishops and bish¬ 
ops of the Homan church wear rings 
that are placed upon their fingers at 
consecration, and adherents recognize 
this symbol of spiritual authority by 
kissing it. The settings of an episco¬ 
pal ring may be cither sapphires, 
rubies, emeralds or amethysts. The 
present Pope wears a beautiful emer¬ 
ald which was presented to him soon 
after consecrution. 

Poison rings are as olfi as history. 
Demosthenes wore one, but did not 
use it- When the police catno from 
Athens to arrest him he asked per¬ 
mission to write a farewell note to a 
friend, and sucked his pen after dip¬ 
ping it in poisoned ink.

LAST TIME IN LONDON. 

Sir Henry Irving’s last appearance 
in a theatre in London was on tho 
night of the temporary removal of 
"Oliver Twist" from his Majesty's 
to the Waldorf.

It was at the Knickerbocker Thea¬ 
tre, in New York, nearly six years 
ago, in "Robespierre." His wel¬ 
come there was even more enthusias¬ 
tic, if that were possible, than he 
always received in London. The 
audience insisted on a speech before 
tho play was over, and it was after 
the powerful scene between Robes¬ 
pierre and his son thut Sir Henry 
came before the curtain to return 
hi* thanks, to say a few words afiput 
'his tour, and to remain "your ever 
faithful, ever loving, and most de¬ 
voted servant."

Effort Will be Made to Christian¬ 
ize the Soudan. 

An important missionary pioneer 
expedition to the Houdan is being 
despatched by tho Church Mission¬ 
ary Society, of England.

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The Slaughter at Odessa Surpassed 
Mediaeval Persecutions 


WORSE THAN , KISHINEFF. 

A despatch from Od«.» a says: Oen. 
Raulbars, Commander-In-Chief of 
this military district, presumably 
acting under orders from St. Feters- 
burg began to seriously enforce 
martial law on Thursday afternoon. 
I hi. action was gratefully welcomed 
by the peaceably disposed residents 
The garrison was withdrawn from 
the barracks, pickets were mounted 
In the streets, strong patrols set 
to moving, and Maxim guns placed 
in the chief thoroughfares. The po- 
lice also were restored to duty. The 
effect thus far has been wholly satis¬ 
factory. The crazy conflict of the 
.rival demoniac mobs has ceased 
Five thousand ruffians have had 

« their revolvers taken from them. A 
Hern warning has been given that 
bobody shall leave their housos af¬ 
ter 9 p m., at which hour all lights 
must be put out. Those disobeying 
will be a; rested. Anybody appear, 
ing with arms will be summarily 
shot. Sniping shots have been fired 
occasionally since nightfall, but there 
has been no resumption of the riot¬ 
ing. 

The full story of the horrors In 
the Jewish quarter cannot yet bo 
told. A lfed Cross doctor who has 
been nerving there Bays that the 
massacre was worse than that at 
Kishineff. The massacre of .Jews 
continued all day. They were hunt¬ 
ed down in the street* and killed and 
beaten, while their shops were given 
over to pillage. 

The troop* wreaked terrible ven¬ 
geance on the residents of three 
houses from the balconies of which 

t shots were firod bv unknown persons 
upon soldier*. The latter immedi¬ 
ately stormed the houses, and with 
unheard-of barbarity masacrcd ull 
the inhabitant*. ]t is persistently 
asserted that the unknown persons 
W’ho bred on the troops wore dis¬ 
guised policemen, who purposely 
provoked the troops. 

The city is a dismal sight. The 
firing was uninterrupted the whole 
day. Many hundreds have been 
killed or wounded. Tho Cossacks 
eagerly attacked the student militia, 
which was courageously trying to 
stem the bands who were massacring 
and pillaging. The Cossacks shared 
the booty with the rioters. 

BODIES STREW STREETS. 

The London Standard publishes a 
despatch from a correspondent nt 
Odetsa saving that anarchy and 
bloodshed still reign supremo there. 
Every shop is bolted and barred. 
Mobs uru firing indiscriminately. Tho 
mob is becoming desperute, and car¬ 
ry their guns with linger on the 
trigger. The streets are unsafe for 
civilians, owing to the indiscrimin¬ 
ate firing. 

In the Jewish quarter bodies strew 
the streets, roadways and sidewalks. 
Everywhere pools of blood meet tho 
eye, and walls ore bespattered 

with It. Jewish women und chil¬ 
dren were strangled and hacked to 
pieces in the streets. 

The military arc placing machine 
guns at various points. Twenty- 
six carts full of* wounded have just 
passed his door, says the correspon¬ 
dent. He suw Gen. Kaullmrs, tho 
military Governor on Thursday 
morning, he says, and informed him 
that the citizens regurdrd him as 
responsible for tho awful condition 
of the city. Kaulbars replied that 
he had done his utmost with the in-

PEACE IS FAR OFF. 

A despatch from London says: Lib- 
tie hope of an early cessivion of the 
hideous disorders in Russia is to be 
gathered from the despatches from 
i various places in that country. St. 
Petersburg is outwardly quiet, per¬ 
haps more owing to the continued 
loyalty of the immense force of 
troops concentrated there, than to 
tho will of certain elements of the 
population, which in many provinci¬ 
al cities are creating a hell of rapine 
and mordcr. Odessa continues to 
be the worst outrage spot with 
which London is in direct communi¬ 
cation by telegraph, but If the rum¬ 
ors from Kishineff und other more 
I ° r less isolated towns are eventually 
I confirmed there will be a terrible list 
of victims of the ferocity of mobs, 
whilo the destruction of property 
cannot be imagined. English corre¬ 
spondents at Odessa condemn in the 
strongest language tho incapacity or 
apathy of Gen. Kaulbars. the mili¬ 
tary commander there, and the civil 
Governor; tho latter, it is stated, 
ha* resumed his abandoned func¬ 
tions. Tho troops do not seem to 
be entirely under control, although 
they do not openly associate in the 
bloody work of the Anarchist*. The 
correspondents, who go outdoors at 
the risk of their lives, say that ei- 
Jthor tho authorities have lost their 
{heads or are acting under secret or- 
jders from the desperate bureaucracy, 
jit does not seem certain even wheth¬ 
er martial law exists, but it is un¬ 
questionably not being enforced. 

J The St. Petersburg correspondent 
of the Telegraph, writing on tho po¬ 
litical situation and the strike move- 
ment, says that a large contingent 
I of reformers who rose against the 
autocracy ore desirous of giving a 
fair trial tc tho liberties accorded 
the nation. On the other hand, the 
Social Democrats, who are tho best 
organized body in the Empire, are 
solidly opposed to n cessation of the 
struggle, which, they maintain, has 
ended in a victory for the bourgeoiso 
who would now send the workmen, 
who bore the brunt of the battle, 
empty-handed away. 


ODESSA TERRORIZED. 

A despatch from Odessa says.

though mob-fighting here has not 
been renewed since the reimposition 
of martial law on Thursday, the 
city is still terrorized by the worst 
classes of the population. Murder 
und robbery continue unchecked in 
some quarters, the Jews being the 
chief sufferers. The rioters frequent¬ 
ly shoot wantonly at anybody they 
'see. The markets, restaurants and 
shops are dosed, and food cahnot be 
j bought. Hundreds of stores havo 
been looted and wrecked. It is stat- 
|ed that there were 500 casualties on 
Friday.

BLEW UP WRONG SAFE. 

Disappointment for Burglars in 
Montreal Suburb. 

I A despatch from Montreal says: 
Early Wednesday morning a band of 
thieves broke into the Outrcmont 
Town Hall and blew up one of the 
safes They had apparently antici¬ 
pated a big haul, and if the corpor¬ 
ation safe had been the object of 
their operations they would probab¬ 
ly have got away with bonds to tho 
value of $100,000, which, it is stat¬ 
ed, were in thsl safe.

It did not matter that the 
Governor on Wednesday forbade ouch 
parades The demonstrators bled in 
front of his pulace, halted, raised 
their banners defiantly and sang na¬ 
tional songs with the refrain "God 
Save Poland.” Numerous patriotic 
speeches were made from chu*;h 
porches’ and other prominent places. 
The troops ns a rule did not inter¬ 
fere. although the crowds hooted 
them and shouted: “Murderers!" in 
ullusion to Wednesday's killing. 

The day, however, did not pass 
peacefully. One procession met nn in¬ 
fantry patrol# which demanded th it 
the paraders surrender their rebel¬ 
lious flugs This was refused, where¬ 
upon the soldiers fired, killing four 
persons and wounding many. There 
were several other clashes, accom¬ 
panied by bloodshed. but noth¬ 
ing on a great scale. The 
city is excited and angry. I no 
Socialists are not sharing in the na¬ 
tional movement. Ill-feeling exists 
between the factions.

CZAR READY FOR FLIGHT. 

I A despatch from London says: 
—There is strong evidence of 
! tho danger of interference by 
j Germany in case the revolution¬ 
ary movement in Russia succeeds in 
a complete overthrow of the dynas¬ 
ty. The Czar has become aware of 
the disloyalty which now permeates 
I every class of his subjects, including 
j the military and his own household. 

■ He is in such personal fear, and so 
;distrusts even his personal associ¬ 
ates he has arranged to flee, If nec¬ 
essary, to German protection at a 
moment's warning. 

A Germun torpedo-boat is anchor¬ 
ed opposite Peterhof, and is in wire¬ 
less communication with the palace. 
There are also tenders equipped with 
wireless apparatus stationed at in¬ 
tervals in order to connect the Ger¬ 
mun coast and Rerlin. The Czar is 
in dully communication with the 
Kaiser by this route. 

It is well understood that in case 
of necessity Emperor Nicholas will 
quickly sail for Germany, and It is 
generally understood that he will 
from there, with the assistance of 
j the German army, attempt to sub- 
'duo his empire. The danger of such 
nn appalling eventuality is not Im¬ 
minent. but the fear of it, as cabled 
a week ago. is causing grave ap¬ 
prehension in this ami other capi¬ 
tals.

ROYALTY PAID ON $7,000,000. 

Government's Share of Gold Out¬ 
put in the Yukon. 

A despatch from Ottawa says:— 
Tho Government has receivod royalty 
on over seven million dollars’ worth 
of gold produced in the Yukon this 
year. The Klondike's gold produc¬ 
tion to Oct 19 was $7,086,000. Tho 
per capita output of the camp for 
i the ten months of 1905 is about $1 ,- 
600. No other camp in the world 
produces such a Per capita. Tho 
gold output here is figured at $15 
per ounce, while on the American 
side it is $10 per ounce. The royalty 
is two and a half per cent. There 
may have been several more millions 
recovered from the mines which was 
used in the ordinary business of tho 
country. No export tax will be paid 
till the gold leaves the country, so 
that the additional output hus not 
; yet figured in the schedule.

FINNS’ DEMANDS GRANTED 

Caar Signs Repeal ol tha Russify¬ 
ing Dacrae. 

A St. Petersburg despatch says: — 
The Emperor, in a manifesto addraw- 
ed to the people of Finland, which 
was signed at Peterhof, after Friday 
midnight, restores the system of gov¬ 
ernment to a freer basis than existed 
before the annulment * of tha Consti¬ 
tution in February, 1899. The man¬ 
ifesto cancels all ordinances enacted 
since that date, including the mili¬ 
tary laws of 1901, which were a 
source of tho greatest discontent. ' 

The Czar accepts the resignation cf 
the entire Senate, which is a nomin¬ 
ated body, and at the same time con¬ 
vokes the Finnish Diet to meet on 
Dec. 20th.

Iu the Buddhist Scriptures, dating 
at least 230 B. it is related that 
Buddha, when preaching one day to 
Lis disci]»les. sneezed, whereupon all 
exclaimed: “May the Blessed Lord 
live! May the welcome,one live!” thus 
seriously interrupting the discourse. 
Buddha said, “Tell me,'when a person 
sneezes, If the bystanders say, ‘May 
you live/ will he live the longer or 
die tho sooner for it?” “Certainly not, 
lord.” Bo lie forbade them to say it. 
But the people took offense because the 
priests did not thus salute them, and 
Buddha revoked his command. 

The Talmudic traditiou is that the 
custom dates from Jacob. Before his 
time man did not die of disease, but 
when his appointed time was come he 
sneezed ouee and was dead. Jacob pe¬ 
titioned for exemption from this law, 
•and his prayer was granted on condi¬ 
tion that among all nations a sneeze 
should be hallowed by the words, “God 
bless you.” 

The Greeks traced the custom back 
to the myth of Prometheus, who made 
an image of clay and wished to give It 
life. From the sun he stole a reedful 
of rays, and, hastening back to his 
statue, he placed the reed under its 
nostrils, producing a sneeze—a phe¬ 
nomenon we may at any time produce 
b.v standing In the sun. At this sign 

• if life la his creation l’rometheus ejac¬ 
ulated a blessing and n prayer for Its 
preservation, and this ’ response to a 
sneeze lias been handed down through 
all generations. 

Also in the story of the Slumumite 
child restored to life by the prophet 
I Klislu <lo we llud the idea that this 
convulsive effort of uature is the first 
sign of life. "Tho child sneezed seven 
times, and the child opened his eyes.” 
According to Scottish folklore, a new¬ 
born child Is under tho fairy spells un¬ 
til it sneezes. Aristotle mentions the 
practice of physicians who, when death 
seems near, give medicines to induce 
snoozing, hoping thereby to arouse the 
failing faculties. Aristotle seems to

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ANIMAL MUD BATHERS. 

Tb« Wild Boar, the Water Bafala 
and the Elepbaat. 

Animals when wild constantly die a 
lingering death from injury to the 
skin, whether caused, as usually hap¬ 
pens in tropical countries, by wounds 
aggravated by insects or by cutaneous 
disease; hence the pains which they 
take in making their toilet and in the 
use and selwtioh of "cosmetics.” 
Among birds the salt water species 
often seek fresh water to wash in, dif¬ 
ferent land birds choose different 
earths In which to dust and also wash 
In water, and nearly every tropical 
animal. Including the tiger, bathes ei¬ 
ther In water or In mud. Perhaps the 
best known mud bathers are the wild 
boar, the water buffalo and the ele¬ 
phant. The latter has an Immense ad¬ 
vantage over all other animals in the 
use of Its trunk for dressing wounds. 
It is at ouco a syringe, a powdering 
puff and a band. 

Water, mud and dust are the main 
"applications" used, though it some¬ 
times covers a sun scorched back with 
grass or leaves. “Wounded elephants," 
writes Sir Samuel Baker, “have a mar¬ 
velous power of recovery when In their 
wild state, although they have no gifts 
of surgical knowledge, their simple 
system being confined to plastering 
their wounds with mud or blowing 
dust upon the surface. Dust and mud 
comprise the entire pharmacopoeia of 
the elephant, and this is applied upon 
the most trivial as well ns upon the 
|roo*t serious occasions. I have seen 
them, whan in u tank, plaster up a 
bullet wound with mud taken from 
the bottom.“—London Spectator. 


CHINESE SERVANTS.

Ability- to Make a Clear, Straight¬ 
forward Statement. 

There arc many qualities necessary 
to success I11 modern business life, but 
there is none of more importance to a 
man holding a position of responsibili¬ 
ty than the power to make a plaiu, 
straightforward, businesslike state¬ 
ment. The quality of fluency Is not 
so much what is required ns the quali¬ 
ties of accuracy and clearness, definite¬ 
ness and brevity, taet and judgment 
if we are not clear and precise It is 
certain that those who listen to us 
will be no more clear when we have 
finished than wo are ourselves, proba¬ 
bly much less so. We must have no 
vague and misty Ideas aliout the sub¬ 
ject, but they must l>e crystallized and 
definite. These qualities of our thought 
and speech, however, cannot be left to 
chance. They are attained ns the re¬ 
sult of effort, of careful nud independ¬ 
ent thought on tho subject for our¬ 
selves, of looking at It from many 
points of view, and thus satisfying 
ourselves and those who listen to us 
tbut we thoroughly understand what 
wo are talking about. Having decided 
whut to say and having properly ar¬ 
ranged it. the last point Is bow to say 
it. The first cmentlal is to speak dis¬ 
tinctly, then to me natural, straightfor¬ 
ward, lucid, neither to strive after ef¬ 
fect nor to exaggerate, but to give tho 
Impression that we ore ourselves con¬ 
vinced of the cogency and force of our 
own contention.—Technics.

It X* a Load of Wondarfal R*- 
tourcM and Vary Difficult 
Problems. 

Dr. A. B Macallum and Profess >r 
0. P. Coleman of Toronto University 
who have been absent since the flr.it 1 
week in July attending tho meeting 
of the British Association for the Ad 
vancement of Scienco, have returned 
home. 

They speak of the hospitality of 
the South African Governments ns 
something quite astonishing. Every; 
facility was given the scientists lor 
seeing tho country, and they wero 
able to learn moro about South 
Africa and its problems than many 
who have lived there all their lives. 

Professor Macallum said be of 
course could not Vo into a lengthy 
discussion of the work of the asso¬ 
ciation. but he gave an oxtremoly in¬ 
teresting account of what he saw. 
FROM CAPE TOWN TO DURBAN. 

After the association had complete 1 
its deliberations at Cope Town tho 
members Journeyed by rail, stopping 
off frequently and enjoying on every 
occasion the boundless hospitality of 
the South African Government. 

From Cape To.vn they went to 
DeAar, than through Bloemfontein to 
Johannesburg, and from there to 
Durban, where they were Joined by 
tho other members of tho associa¬ 
tion. They all then returned to Pv 
Aar, where they branched off to Kim¬ 
berley. Professor Coleman and tho 
other geologists were all over the 
country. 

LIKE AN ENCHANTED LAND. 

One of tho things which impressel 
Professor Macallum Aiost was tho 
great Karoo desert in the north of 
Cape Colony, a high tableland ou 
which only a few succulent plants 
usually grow. 

But when a rain falls, which only 
happens about once in two yoars. 
thi* desert is converted into a bed of 
Cowers, so fertile it tho soil. By 
sinking well* spots in this desert 
have been rendered productive by irri¬ 
gation. 

The gold mines at Johannesburg 
and the diamond mines at Kimberley 
were visited. Then north to Bula¬ 
wayo, the ancient capital of the 
Matabelos, they went; through tho 
rocky, mountainous reign of Matapas 
to the magnificent park donatod by 
Cecil Rhrdes in Rhodesia to the spot 
whero the great promoter i* burled. 

They proceeded through the Zam¬ 
besi Valley, called by Livingstone the 
"Valley of Death," where the medical 
men had ample opportunity to study 
malarial fevers.

LOSS OF LIFE AND MONEY. 

On# Year’s Disasters on United 
States Railroads. 

According to figures furnished by 
the United States Interstate .Com¬ 
merce Commission, 537 passengers 
were killed and 10,040 injured, and 
8,2G1 employes were killed and 45. 
426 injured on the railroads in tho 
fiscal year. 

Tho total number of passengers 
killed in train accidents was 350; 
passengers injured in train accidents. 
0,498. The total number of employes 
killed in tVain accidents was 798; in¬ 
jured, 7,052. There were 187 pas¬ 
sengers killed in other than train ac¬ 
cidents, and 3,542 injured, and 2 .? 
403 employes killed in other than 
train accidents, and 38,374 injured: 
a grand total of all classes of 537 
passengers killed and 10,040 injured, 
and 3,201 employes killod and 45,- 
246 injured. 

This shows an Increase of 117 pas¬ 
sengers killed and 1,968 Injured, and 
a decrease of 2.160 employes injured. 

There wero 6,224 collisions during 
the year, with a money loss of $4.- 
849,054, and 5,371 derailments, with 
a money loss cf 84,862,602; a total 
of 11,595 collisions and derailments, 
and a total money loss of $8,711,036 
being damage to cars, engines and 
roadway.

1 "I have no doubt," says Suckling, 
"from jepoacil experience in my 
practice, that many women are sent 
to asylums without any examina¬ 
tion being made, and that a ease of 
insanity by dropped kidney never 
: previously has been recognized or 
j treated. From my large and varied 
experience in these cases, and realiz-

"A memorial scheme is called for; 
and surely tho most fitting recogni¬ 
tion cf Dr. Darnardo’s unique ser¬ 
vices to tho State and to humanity 
would bo the establishment of his 
life-work upon a permanent basis, 
Tho council feel assured that such a 
form of memorial would havo had tho 
hearty approval of Dr. Barnardo 
himself.

Ohio, an employe 
of the East Ohio Gas Company, was 
restored to life the other night at 
Mount Mnai Hospital by the use of 
adrenalin, lie wau asphyxiated at

Schilling, living at 112 Weymer 
street, Clcvc’aud, Ohio, an employe 
of the East Ohio Uas Company, was 
restored to life the other night at 
Mount Sinai Hospital by the use of 
adrenalin. Ho was asphyxiated at 
5 o’clock and was taken throe miles 
to a hospital. He was dead when 
ho arrived there. - 

j The house physician, believing the 
; case to be hopeless, but ready lo 
lake a desperate chance, cut the 
clothes from the body and, with the 
aid of nurses, commenced artificial 
resp i ra t i on. Fif t con. t won ty. thirty 

minutes elapsed and there was no j 
sign of life; the b« dv was cold, 
there was no heart action, nor a 
sign of respiration.

Then three physicians gave the j 
body an injection of adrenalin J 
through an incision in the arm. One 
doctor massaged the heart, while the 
other two continued with artificial 
respiration. An hour elapsed before 1 
any sign of life was evident through 
a faint fluctuation of the heart and 1 
tin almost unnotleeable action of the 
respiratory muscles. 

This process was continued for i 
three hours, during which another 
injection of adrenalin was given. 1 
When natural respiration wfts set up 
powerful stimulants were adminl •- j 
tered. At noon Shilling left his 
bed and walked about his room.

came over Schilling’s face. “From' 
the lime 1 fell until this morning, 
when I wcke up, I knew absolutely 
no’hing. The thought gives me a |

Informed bv a policeman that her 
husband had been asph.vxirt*d.

A diamond cross with enamelled 
panels of the Saviour and the Virgin 
reached a high figure, likewise a 
huge emerald ring. His favorite 
stone, however, was the sapphire, 
one necklace consisting of no fewer 
than ten clusters, In the centre of 
which is a single atone, and another 
of enamelled gold being »*t with 
masses of sapphires, pearls and em¬ 
eralds. 


FIRE ALARM HANDCUFFS. 

Hold the Ringer of Alarm Till 

Police Come. 

An 'ingenious mechanism for the 
prevention of fal.se fire alarms has 
been Invented by Mr. J. F. Wolfe, 
jeweller and optician, of George St., 
Croydon, England. It consists of aiii 
arrangement attached to the ord’-i- 
nry street post fire alarm, whereby 
the caller is automatically handcufi- 
ed and detained until the arrival of 
the fire engine with a policeman. Af¬ 
ter breaking the glass of the alarm 
post the caller must turn a handle, 
and this releases bolts which have 
been held back in position by levers 
connected with the handle, lho bolts 
are moved forward by springs, with¬ 
out violence or possibility of injury 
to the operator, and adjust them¬ 
selves to the wrist of the person 
making the call. Once released the 
bolts cannot bo pushed back, and 
they can only be removed from the 
wrist by a policeman or a member 
of tho fire brigade.

TRADER’S LONELY LIFE. 

Profitable Years Spent in a 
Gloomy Alaskan Wilderness. 

With Alaska furs valued at $23,- 
000 from Nulato, on the Lower Yu¬ 
kon, Garrett Busch has arrived in 
Seattle alter eight years spent in 
trafficking with tho Indiur-.s in the 
wildcrnc-ss which he was the first 
white man to penetrate ns a trader. 
When Mr Busch reached Nulato, 
August 12, 1897, with a miner’s 

outfit a s his sole possession, lie fore¬ 
saw in tfiut gloomy solitude n trade 
in the furs which protect animal life 
front arctic winters which would ex¬ 
o-da in returns the reasonable pos¬ 
sibilities of mining vcsiuurvs. 

Mr. Busch settled down at 7thc 
place where the little town of Nu¬ 
lato now stands. He.built a one 
story cabin with lumber which be 
sawed from the native timber anti 
begun to trade his miners’ supplies 
11 </ the natives for the furs which 
I they knew so well how to trap, but 
! of whose value they had no concep- 
{I ion. Through tho first winter he 
lived alone, except when an oecunion- 
i a I squad of Indian trappers came by 
and stopped in curiosity to learn 
what manner t/ man hud settled in 
so lonely a spot. To thes* Indians 
he traded his humble supplies, except 
the pro - , isions which he act.uully 
needed to sustain his own existence 
until spring. 

The visits of the Indians were few 
and far between. The solitary trad¬ 
er was often homesick ns he sat 
through' ih' almost perpetual dark¬ 
ness of the arctic winter. In tho 
yhort hours of glimmering daylight 
be gathered his little stores of fire¬ 
wood, dragging them through tho 
snow, and then sat through tho long 
night counting off the days on the 
calendar until spring. Ills nearest 
white neighbors were at Auvik. 200 
miles down the Yukon, ami at 
Weare, 24 0 miles up the stream. Ho 
never saw a white face until nearly 
a year after his arrival at Nulato. 

When spring broke upon the lonely 
hermit life assumed n more cheerful 
aspect. The fame of the new white 
srnder-had spread far through tho 
Indiau settlements, and tho natives 
began cullir.g regularly at the post 
with their stork of furs. They came 
from Koyokuk. from Innoko and 
from Kuskokwln, some of them 
travelling nearly 500 miles.

Ills Majesty is glad to think that' 
you have the satisfaction of knowing 
that tho public are sharers in your 
affliction; and as regards the King, 
he desires me to say that he has al¬ 
ways recognized the immense benefit 
which Dr. Darnardo eonforred on 
poor and destitute children by his un¬ 
tiring energy, by his constant dovo- 
tlon to the object of his life, and by 
his courage and perseverance. 

Mrs. Barnardo is preparing for 
publication on behalf of tho family 
tho life history of the late Dr. Bar¬ 
nardo. This authorized biography 
will embrace a full record of rescue 
work amongst waifs and strays.

TROOPS BUTCHER NATIVES. 

Wholesale Executions Carried Out 
in East Africa. 

The following details have been re¬ 
ceived at Hamburg of the court-mar- 
tiul and execution of natives at 
the south of German Fast Africa. 

On the return of the Governor of 
the district a number of the nati'e 
prisoners were tried by court-martial 
and condemned to death. As u re¬ 
port had been circulated among tho 
population that the rifles of 11 o 
German troops could not kill, it was 
decided that 2J of the prisoners 
should be shot, instoud of being 
banged. The men were Immcdioto.y 
executed. 

Tho prisoners were escorted to an 
open space in the forest and station¬ 
ed in groups some distance apart. 
They were then blindfolded, and each 
group was shot, down by successive 
riflo volleys. They met their death 
very culmly, with the exception <>f 
one man, who screamed with terror 
and fought and struggled to the eirl. 
He was bound to u tree and sh .>t 
down. 

After the first volley it was found 
that several of the fallen men were 
still breathing. These were killed 
by fresh rifle shots at close quarter.*. 
Tho dead bodies were allowed to lie 
unburieil for reverul days. 

Another court-rnurtiul will be held 
shortly, when a batch of over a hun¬ 
dred prisoners will receive sentence.

FEROCIOUS EAGLES. 

Tho story of an eaglo attacking a 
boy near Gstelg, in Switzerland, has 
brought to light many records of 
these birds even attacking grown-up 
persons. In the spring of 1898 a 
postman going his rounds In the 
neighborhood of Sospello, in tbs 
Riviera, was attacked by an eagle, 
and so seriously injured that he died 
a few days afterwardc. In the vil¬ 
lage of St. Martin Vesufla, in the 
same district, an eagle swooped 
down upon a brood of chickens close 
to a cottage door. One was pounejd 
upon, and tho infuriated mother bu 
seized the eagle by one of its wings 
Mid was dragged along the street for 
several minutes, the "noble bird 
being unable to rise.

Some week* ago a local ssaooiation was 
formed for tbe improvement and father- 
a nee cf the Poultry industry in this county 
both as to fanny and utility stock. 

Altbongh new for this couuty, it is no 
new thing, nearly all the Western oonntles 
of Ontario having these organizations 
which show their hand in the quantity of 
line birds to be seen everywhere there. 

One can scarcely credit atxtiatioe, when 
they tell ns that the total value of poultry 
and eggs raised ana marketed in the 
United States exceeds the total value of all 
graius raised. Profit there certainly is for 
anyone in poaltry properly managed and 
for none more than the farmer who has 
every convenience at hand and at first 
cost. 

The natural outoome of tbe Western 
poultry associations has been the holding 
of very successful poultry shows for fancy 
and dixeeed fowl, and in some cases the 
formation of local competitive buying 
markets of dressed fowl, where buyers from 
different parts of tbe countu assemble 
bringing in such cases, for the farmer, tbe 
highest market priced possible. Let us 
hope our county may ultimately oenefit to 
the same extent.. 

The Lennox and Addiugton Poaltry 
Association formed as we said a few weeks 
ago, having taken courage from learning of 
the successes of others, bse changed its 
name whioh seemed to clash with the 
name of cur County Agricultural Show, to 
the Napanee Poultry, Pigeon ar.d Pet 
Stock Association, and practically decided 
on the holding of a. regular throe daja 
I Poultry Show the latter ptri of January.

It is to seek God 
first, His Wisdom, his counsel and 
instruction above and below all others; 
and in His life and light, the grace 
and strength which He giveth to go cr 
stay, to speak or be silent according as 
He commands, “This is the love of 
God that we keep His Commandments” 
The knowledge of God made mani¬ 
fest within our hearts through His 
Spirit ; the will of God made known 
to us through the revelation of Jesus 
Christ, and the understanding of the 
Scriptures through His instruction— 
this perfect and holy p.nd righteous 
rule of life being performed in us aud 
through us of God, through our faith 
iu Him, and obedience to Him by the 
wot king of His Spirit within our 
hearts {—This is the worship of God. 
It is that we even bring every thought 
into captivity to the obedience to 
Christ ; that we suomit all to the 
judgineut of God, and the Light of 
Truth received from Him ; that all our. 
life before the eyes of men, and in 
secret, he lived as in the sight of God 
It requireth that wo s^eak truth 
e/ery one with his neghbor ; that we 
ion*id«r all things whatsoever we 
would that men should do unto us, 
ami get about, and maintain the doing 
likewise unto them ; iu business trans¬ 
actions, »u social relationships and 
in home life, aiming towards, and with 
constant thought of the wealth aid 
comfort and happiness of others. This 
is to Jove thy neighbor as thy self. 
This is to obey the commandment of 
God, the Lord of all. Thia is to wor. 
ship in truth and spirit. 

In every tribe and nation, he who 
thus fears the Lord Jehovah, and 
through His Grace, Spirit and Life 
worketh righteousness, though he 
never saw the erection and dedication 
of a buildiDg called “church,” “chapel” 
or “meetinghouse” nor beheld the per¬ 
formance of any ceremonial ordinance, 
nor listened to the discourse of any 
ecclesiastic ; he also is a true worship¬ 
per of God. But they who serve their 
own desires and lusts—the lust of the 
world, and the pride of life ; become 
lovers of th6ir own selves, lovers of 
money, and lovers of pleasure, rather 
than lovers of God. * They that wor¬ 
ship Him, must worship him lr spirit 
and in truth.”
